The purpose of the study was to identify virulence of sheep strains of Campylobacter jejuni 
using the standard guinea pig model. An animal model is essential to assess the pathogenesis of 
this disease, as well as to evaluate the prevention (vaccination) and treatment. Once a guinea pig 
showed diagnostic signs of infection, euthanasia was performed. However, abortion occurred in 
28 guinea pigs before other clinical signs of this disease were observed. The lACUC felt that 
abortion has the potential to lead to animal distress; therefore, the 28 aborting animals were 
placed in Category (Column) E. 

5. Justification why pain and or distress could not be relived. State method or means 
used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. 

The abortion occurs too quickly for the drugs to have any positive effect. In fact, they 
would have complicated (delayed) the abortion process leading to prolonged pain and/or 
distress for the animal.
